Dr. N. E. Hickin. 
Some East African Trichoptera. 
(Illustrated by colour slides and a short film in colour.) 
[ABSTRACT. ] 


During May and early June, 1954, the laboratories of the East African Fisheries 
Research Organisation at Jinja, Uganda, were visited with the object of correlating 
a number of larvae of Trichoptera with their adults, transporting larvae home 
and rearing in Surrey, and making a collection of adult Trichoptera. Six species 
were reared through, including Phanostoma senegalense Brauer, Anisocentropus 
usambarensis Ulmer, Leptocerina ugandana (Ulmer) and a new species of Cheumato- 

syche. 
i Sah aquatic habitats in the northern part of the Lake Victoria basin will be 
described and illustrated, and the colour film will include shots of the Torrent- 
flying dragonfly, Zygonyx natalensis Martin at the Ripon Falls, a cloud of Lake 
Flies (Chaoborus sp.) seen from a distance of about ten miles and several species.

PROCEEDINGS ‘OF THE ORDINARY. MEETING HELD ON 7TH SEPTEMBER, 1955. 


Dr. K. Metiansy, C.B.E., Vice-President in the Chair.

The minutes of the Ordinary Meeting held on 6th July were confirmed and 
signed by the Vice-President.

Mr. 8. R. Bowden signed the Obligation Book and was admitted a Fellow of 
the Society. 


Dr. Hugh Scott made a communication on the incidence of Black ants, Lasius 
mger L., on unopened peony and royal lily buds. Large numbers of L. niger had 
been observed in the years 1953, 1954 and 1955 to feed on the nectar exuding

between the sepals of these buds. It was noticeable that the ants were mostly to 
be observed in overcast weather and that at all times they avoided strong sunlight, 
preferring the shadowed side of the bud on which they fed. 

A discussion followed in which Dr: C. J. Banks, Mr. 0. N. Hawkins, Dr. D. J. 
Lewis and Professor O. W. Richards took part. 

Mr. A. E. Gardner exhibited: (1) A series of set and two living specimens of the 
rare migrant dragonfly Sympetrum flaveolum (L.), taken on Wimbledon Common, 
Surrey, on 6th September, 1955. About seventy specimens were counted, all 
of which were males. A male was also taken near Rye, Sussex, on 15th August. 
Mr. John Cowley reported that a number of males and one female were observed 
on the coastal dunes at Berrow, Somerset, during the latter part of August. 
(2) A series of the very local earwig, Apterygida albipennis (Charp.), taken by 
beating nettles on a sunny hillside at Lydden, Kent, on 25th August. 

Mr. R. G. Donald exhibited specimens of a West African Aegeriid with pre- 
daceous larvae, made available by Mr. E. O. Pearson of the Commonwealth 
Institute of Entomology. He supplied the information that several “clearwing”’ 
moths (Fam. : Aegeriidae) had recently been reared from larvae found preying 
on scale-insects of the genus Ceroplastes on cacao at Bunsu, Gold Coast, and at 
Ibadan, Nigeria. Mr. Bradley, of the British Museum (Natural History), to whom 
he was indebted for comments on the identity of the species, considered that they 
might belong to a new genus and new species. 

Several families of Lepidoptera are known to contain species with predaceous 
larvae, but the habit does not appear to have been recorded in the Aegeriidae, 
larvae of which are usually borers in plant tissues. Those of the species under 
consideration construct protective tunnels of silk, the outsides of which are 
covered with small pieces of the wax exuded by the host scales. The wax of the 
larger specimens in the scale colony may be left intact except for entry and exit 
holes made by the larvae. Examination of the cacao twigs bearing colonies of 
Ceroplastes which had been attacked by these larvae revealed no signs of damage 
to the plant. 

A photograph was exhibited showing part of a colony of Ceroplastes after 
attack by these larvae, with two empty pupal cases protruding from the larval 
tunnels. 

Dr. J. S. Kennedy gave a paper on the beneficial effects of the Common Garden 
Ant, Lasius niger L., on the Black Bean Aphid, Aphis fabae Scopoli, an abstract 
of which appeared on page 24. The work referred to in the paper was carried 
out by Dr. El Ziady. 

In the discussion which followed, Dr. Banks said that he had made similar 
observations on Coccinellid and Syrphid larvae on bean plants, and had noticed 
that these were attacked and driven off by the ants. 

Dr. R. ©. Rainey, Dr. C. G. Johnson, Dr. T. E. Mittler, Mr. C. R. Ribbands 
and Mr. D. Leston also took part in the discussion. 

Dr. K. Mellanby gave a paper on the alarm reaction of mosquito larvae, an 
abstract of which appeared on page 23. 

Dr. Mittler, Mrs. Richardson, Dr. D. J. Lewis, Dr. Kennedy and Mr. T. A. 
Omardeen took part in the discussion following Dr. Mellanby’s communication.
